ASSURANCE OF GREAT RACING. 

California Jockey Club Stakes Fill Grandly and with 
Many Great Racers Nominated. 

The seventeen stakes of the California ,To<*key 
Chib, which <*losed for entries October 2)5, received 
n total of 1,15>2 nominations. Last vear the total 
for tlie same events was 1.30S. The falling off of 
IIG is due to the rejection of inanv nominations from 
niidesirahle owners and to the further fact that so 
inan.y crack racers from the east were certain to be 
entered as to deter owners of pour horses from 
nominating. The gain in quality is so great as to 
mf»re than compensate for lesser numbers entered. 
It is to be noted that the falling off was chiefly in 
the stakes tliat are to be decided prior to January 
1. IDOD. only one of these, the I’aeitie-LTiion Handi- 
cap. show’ing a gain, while all of the others lost. 
The Opening Handicap, which was run last Satur- 
day. had but twenty-six nomiiia linns as against 
fift.v-four last year. The obvious inference is the 
cracks are to lie reserved for the richer stakes 
offered and to be decided in the early months of 
next year. 

The nominations .show that all that has been pre- 
dleted con<*eming the higher-class horses to take 
I»art in Oakland racing comes true. Such stars as 
Pinkola.

SPECULATION LIVELY AT SHREVEPORT. 

Shreveport. La., Novemlier 9. — Almost as much 
lietting was done during the races here as if regu 
lar iKNikmaking were in operation and there was 
no Ijoeke law. S^uiie of the best-known lKH>kies 
in the country offered odds through verbal an- 
nouucement ami by means of a chart carried by band 
and behl aliove the bead of the gambling men, 
Hundreils of tickets were sold in this way. alui<*st 
the entire time between the races being used for 
the.se transactions, which took place in the snare 
heretofore o<*cupied by the bookmakers’ stands. This 
spa«*e was packed with m<*n. many of wlioni lielii 
iiandfuls of gns'nbacks. Following each race two 
or three streams of men holding winning luinibers 
in single file marched to a fence, against which 
stomi men with satchels, from which they paid the 
winners. No secrecy was made of the betting. The 
usual excitement and noise noticed where Imokniak- 
ing is in practice were noticeably absent, and tliere 
was no disturbance of any sort to attract the atten- 
tion of the people in the grandstand. Probably this 
is due to the fact that the men giving the odils 
urged precaution so as not to produce legal interrup- 
tion or displease the fair association w'hen it an- 
nounced it could not sanction the betting. 

ASK SALE OF KEHILWORTH PARK. 

Buffalo, N. Y., November 9. — Papers filed In the 
county clerk’s office here Saturday morning show 
that August Belmont and Walter Lutgen of New 
York have brought suit against the Buffalo Racing 
Association, owners of the -Kenilworth race track 
property, to foreclose a $75,000 mortgage on tliat 
properlT- 

According to the papers In the case the nlalntiffa 
loaned tlie Buffalo Racing Association $7."».0(H) on 
October 190.>, taking a liond for $150,000 ami a 
mortgage on the Keiiilwortli property for $75,000 
as security. 

The mortgage fell due on October 3 and. according 
to the plaintiffs, has mff been paid. The plaintiffs 
claim the $75,000 and interest from April 3. The 
complaint demands judgment for the amount claimed 
due and dt*imand that the property be sold to satisfy 
the bond and mortgage. 

Kenilworth Park had no racing this year. 

HOT SPRINGS MOVEMENT FOR RACING. 

Hot Springs. Ark,. Noyember 9. — The Business 
Men’s League of thi.s city has throughout the past 
week w'idely advertised a special open meeting for 
tomorrow night, at 'which the question of the re- 
establishment of racing would be discussed by not 
only its membership bnt by every citizen or property 
owner. It Is a conceded fact that the sentiment here, 
has changed to an almost unanimous verdict in favor 
of Inviting the race-goer.s here to hnild up a fall 
and spring patronage at the resort. 

Last week Rev. W. T. Amis and some followers 
held a meeting and passed resolutions against racing. 
Copies were sent to all the ministers of the city 
asking that they be submitted for adoption to their 
congregations at Sunday service. 

The ministers refused to make this topic a aub- 
ject of discussion. It Is now predicte<l that the 
anti-racing Liw will be amended to exempt Garland 
County at the next session of the legislature.
